Coal production in Nova Scotia for 
the year 1910 amounted to a total of 
6,477,146 tons, being an increase over 
1909 production of 281,183 tons. Col- 
hery consumption accounted for 515,- 
72 tons. ‘he protracted strike at the 


plant of Cumberland Ruilway & Coal | 


Co. was’ responsible last year for a 
aecreased output in Cumberland coun- 
ty. 277,862 tons were mined as against 
The Mari- 
tune Coal, Railway & Power Co. was 
the chief producer, having raised 161,- 
Pictou county produced 
629,509 tons, the greatest producer 
being the Acadia Coal Co. and the 
Intercolonial Coal Co Inverness 
county 364,104 tons were raised, of 
which the Inverness Railway & Coal 
Co. contributed 277,257 tons and the 
Port Hood-Richmond Railway & Coal 
Co. the balance. The output of Cape 
Breton county was 4,205,131 tons, 
which is a considerable increase over 
that of 1909, when 3,634,392 tons were 
raised. The great bulk of this ton- 
nage was raised by the Dominion Coal 
Co., with 3,244,764 tons, and the Nova 
Beotia Steel & Coal Co. with 836,348 
tons. Over eleven thousand persons 
were employed in the industry dur- 
ing the year. 


Want Our Cider. 

In this, present year of scarcity, 
there is a greater demand than usual 
in England for Canadian cider. The 
supply from Canada has been limited 
owing to the small crop of apples and 
the greater portion’ retailed for con, 
sumption as fruit. Inquir‘es are there- 
fore being made for fresh sources of 
supply. In connection with these in- 
quiries it.is worth while pointing out 
toat while in the south of England the 
superiority of local-made cider: is 
strongly asserted, there is in the mid- 
lands considerable demand. for, the im- 
otted product, It is claimed that ow- 

ng to the greater sunshine prevailing 
during the ripening season, Canadian 
apples yield a finer article than can 
‘be obtained eyen,trom the best blends 
‘of English varieties.—Canadian Cen.

England's Population 36 Millions 
London.—The provisional returns 
by the census office give the popula-

as 96 075.269, as compared with 
| 32,527,848 in 1901. While most of the 
cities and counties show 
there are many cases, particularly in 
Wales, where there has been found an 
actual decrease. Greater London’s 
opulation has increased to 7,262,963 
rom 6,581,403 in 1910. This increase 
is entirely in what is known as the 
outer ring, showing that the people 
are moving away from the crowded 
centres. The county of London, in- 
cluding the city of London and _ bor- 
oughs immediately about it, show a 
decrease from 4,536.267 in 1901 to 
4,522,961 in 1910.

Lisbon.—Perfect, order prevailed at 
the elections for the constituent as- 
sembly which were held throughout 
the country. In thirty out of fifty-one 
constituencies the seats were disputed 
by candidates of the directur of the 
Republican party, the Independent 
Republican and the Socialist parties. 
In the other constituencies the regu- 
lar Republicans were unopposed. 
Monarchists abstained from putting 
forward candidates, declaring that the 
elections presented no guarantee of 
liberty or security. Instead they cir- 
culated all sorts of rumors of. at- 
tempts against the government. The 
polling was heavy and the first re 
sults indicate a majority of 231 for the 
regular Republicans.
